1. ON MAY 5 CHARGE MADE DEMARCHE ALONG LINES OF REFTEL 
TO MFA SECRETARY-GENERAL PIERRE WURTH, STRESSING THAT 
FRENCH-SPEAKING VIETNAMESE WOULD CERTAINLY ADAPT WELL 
TO LIFE IN LUXEMBOURG. WURTH REACTED POSITIVELY AND 
PROMISED TO INFORM PRIME MINISTER THORN SHORTLY. HE 
OBSERVED THAT GOL MIGHT EITHER 1) AGREE TO REVIEW 
SYMPATHETICALLY ANY VIETNAMESE REQUEST FOR RESETTLEMENT 
IN LUXEMBOURG, OR 2) AGREE TO RECEIVE A SET NUMBER OF
